RETURN  TO  KOKODA 

On  the  morning  of  November  5th, 
1967,  more  than  100  people  from 
Australia,  New  Guinea  and  Papua  flew 
into  Kokoda  to  commemorate  the  re¬ 
taking  of  Kokoda  in  1942. 

Those  who  had  walked  into  Kokoda 
25  years  ago  received  much  the  same 
welcome  in  1967,  and  it  was  remarked 
that  although  the  comforts  weren’t  there 
25  years  ago,  the  friendship  of  the 
people  was  just  the  same. 

In  1934,  Club  member  Bert  Kienzle, 
decided  to  make  his  home  in  the  Yodda 
Valley  in  New  Guinea,  although  he  little 
knew  that  eight  years  later  he  would  be 
defending  that  home  against  the  enemy.

"I  would  like  to  let  you  know  that 
at  the  Outrigger  Canoe  Club  in  Hono¬ 
lulu,  and  the  New  York  Athletic  Club, 
I  was  made  very  welcome  and  the 
facilities  made  available  to  me  cer¬ 
tainly  enhanced  the  enjoyment  of  my 
trip. 

"I  know  this  is  only  in  line  with  the 
reputation  these  clubs  already  have 
with  our  members,  but  I  thought  I 
would  let  you  know  how  much  I  appre¬ 
ciated  the  arrangements." 

Members  are  reminded  to  arrange 
with  the  office  for  introductions  to  affilia¬ 
ted  clubs  when  travelling  through 
America,  and  as  you  can  see  from  the 
above  the  phone  call  is  worth  it. 


Bert,  after  enlisting  with  ANGAU,  was 
requested  to  build  a  road  from  llolo 
Plantation  to  Kokoda.  Although  optomis- 
tic  about  the  job,  he  was  able  to 
organise  the  supply  lines  which  meant 
that  Australian  troops  could  stay  in  the 
field  until  Kokoda  fell,  and  through  the 
long  bitter  months  of  fighting  after¬ 
wards. 

In  reports  to  headquarters,  Bert  had 
stressed  the  need  for  air  drops  to  sup¬ 
plement  supplies  for  the  troops  and 
carriers.  Upon  arriving  at  Isurava,  more 
than  7000  ft.  up  in  the  fog-shrouded 
mountains,  he  found  that  Kokoda  had 
fallen,  and  that  supplies  and  ammuni¬ 
tion  were  needed  desperately. 

He  decided  that  the  only  solution 
would  be  a  dropping  ground  close  to  the 
front,  and  remembered  a  clear  area  on 
the  crest  of  the  ranges.  From  the  air  it 
looked  like  the  beds  of  dry  lakes,  and  he 
set  out  to  find  the  area.  For  more  than 
two  days  he  and  four  natives  pushed 
through  the  jungle,  and  came  upon  the 
two  lakes,  which  he  subsequently  named 
Myola  Lakes  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Camp  was  quickly  established,  and 
Myola  became  an  important  supply 
dropping  point  for  troops  on  the  Kokoda 
Trail.  This  area  was  also  used  for  lifting 
wounded  troops  from  the  Trail  to 
Moresby,  and  the  wreckage  of  the  plane 
used  for  this  purpose  still  remains  there 
today. 

Bert  Kienzle’s  part  of  the  job  was 
done,  and  he  returned  to  Moresby,  his 
next  task  being  to  establish  staging 
points  at  Templeton’s  Crossing,  Eora 
Creek,  Alola  and  Isurava. 

By  the  end  of  the  war,  Bert  Kienzle 
had  been  promoted  to  Captain,  and  was 
later  awarded  an  MBE.  Today  he  lives 
peacefully  at  Mamba  Plantation,  con¬ 
tent  in  the  knowledge  that  he  has  done 
his  duty. 

We  are  indeed  proud  to  have  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  calibre  of  Bert  Kienzle,  and 
we  owe  more  than  we  realise  to  others 
like  him  who  fought  and  gave  their  lives 
for  their  country.

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AJ.C.  s  CHAIRMAN  A  BIG  TURF  WINNER

In  the  current  century  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Turf  the  most  successful 
Chairman  of  a  principal  racing 
club  in  the  breeding  and  owning  of 
winning  thoroughbreds  is  the  sit¬ 
ting  chairman  of  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club,  which  controls  the 
sport  in  New  South  Wales,  Mr. 
Brian  Crowley. 

Mr.  Crowley  has  been  a  member 
of  Tattersall’s  since  1921. 

His  horses  have  won  above  $300,000 
in  prizemoney,  including  many  classics 
and  important  races.  Of  this  you  might 
say:  “What  rare  luck",  but  his  know¬ 
ledge  of  bloodstock,  blood-lines  and 
breeding  has  played  the  all  important 
role  in  this  magnificent  achievement.  As 
a  breeder  he  worked  generations  ahead, 
and,  as  in  the  case  of  Flight  and  her 
grandsons,  this  policy  gave  him  most  of 
his  greatest  triumphs  with  Skyline  and 
Sky  High. 

Queensland  had  a  successful  breeder- 
owner-chairman,  the  late  Pat  O’Shea 
who  bred  and  owned  two  Brisbane  Cup 
winners,  Canning  Queen  and  Lady  Buz¬ 
zard  and  many  other  good  horses. 
Ernest  Le  Steere,  chairman  of  West  Aus¬ 
tralian  Turf  Club,  besides  Perth  Cups 
and  many  local  classics,  won  Caulfield 
Cups  with  Maple  and  Eurythmic  and  a 
great  many  other  races  including  the 
Sydney  Cup  with  the  latter.  L.  K.  S. 
Mackinnon,  chairman  of  the  Victorian 
Racing  Club,  landed  a  Melbourne  Cup 
with  Kingsburgh,  and  a  Sydney  Cup  with 
Realm,  but  the  records  of  these  were 
minor  compared  with  those  of  Mr.  Brian 
Crowley. 

Mr.  Crowley  is  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  B. 
H.  Crowley,  a  committeeman  and  one¬ 
time  treasurer  of  our  Club,  but  he  had 
no  interest  in  racing  or  breeding,  and 
never  owned  a  horse.  However  his  son 
developed  a  latent  talent  for  the  thor¬ 
oughbred  and  this  he  did  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  was  breeding  stock,  and 
training  and  racing  them  before  he  left 
his  teens.  He  came  up  the  hard  way 
from  small  picnic  and  country  meetings 
between  Sydney  and  Brisbane,  but  soon 
accumulated  an  accomplished  if  small 
team.  In  this  way  he  won  370  races!  Ever 
since  he  has  maintained  an  interest  in 
country  and  picnic  racing  with  a  local 
team  at  his  New  England  property, 
Merrywinebone. 

One  of  his  first  city  ventures  was  with 
a  grey  Blue  Blood  who  came  to  Sydney 
to  win  the  famed  White  Horse  Corinthian 
Cup  for  amateur  riders  at  Rosehill.  Not 
long  after,  deciding  to  establish  a  small 
team  in  the  metropolis  he  made  his  first 


Sydney  yearling  buy  in  1940  when  he 
purchased  for  60  guineas  a  filly  by  Royal 
Step  from  a  New  Zealand  bred  mare, 
Lambent.  Because  he  fell  in  love  with 
her  pedigree  it  was  purely  a  “catalogue 
pick."  He  liked  the  sire  who  was  by 
Heroic  and  also  her  dam's  antecedents 
On  sight  he  was  even  more  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  with  her  conformation,  deep 
chested,  big  boned  and  her  speed 
stance.  He  was  surprised  there  was  so 
little  competition  and  relished  the  cheap 
buy. 

He  named  her  Flight.  She  won  24 
races,  had  19  seconds  —  most  of  them 
close,  and  nine  thirds  from  65  starts, 
leaving  only  13  unplaced  runs.  Her  wins 
included  two  Craven  Plates,  two  Cox 
Plates  and  numerous  other  weight  for 
age  races  in  Sydney  and  Melbourne. 


She  retired  at  six  years.  She  still  had 
plenty  of  galloping  ability  but  Mr. 
Crowley’s  affection  for  his  mare  re¬ 
strained  any  inclination  to  get  more 
wins.  He  wanted  to  retire  her  to  the  stud 
retaining  some  of  the  vitality  which 
enabled  her  to  outspeed  so  many 
swift  rivals  on  the  Turf.  Unfortunately 
her  breeding  fell  far  below  her  pheno¬ 
menal  race  standard,  but  she  left  one 
daughter  who  was  to  become  a  famous 
Stud  Book  matron.  Her  name  was 
Flight’s  Daughter.  She  showed  high 
promise  of  galloping  ability  when  trained 
by  the  late  Bayley  Payten,  but  after  one 
third  in  an  early  race  she  was  afflicted 
with  a  virus.  When  she  recovered  Mr. 
Crowley  decided  to  retire  her  to  stud  and 
he  chose  foremost  stallion  of  the  time, 
Star  Kingdom,  as  her  mate.  The  result 
was  Skyline,  and  her  next  foal,  by  the 
same  sire,  was  Sky  High.  Skyline  won 


Sky  High  in  a  happy  mood  in  the  sand-roll  at  Randwick. 
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only  five  races  but  they  included  the 
Golden  Slipper  and  the  A.J.C.  Derby.  He 
ran  the  mile  and  a  half  of  the  Derby  in 
2  28-4/5  which  still  stands  as  the 
record.  He  also  made  another  record  in 
winning  the  Hill  Stakes  weight  for  age  in 
1  43i  for  8i  furlongs.  These  achieve¬ 
ments  in  such  swift  conditions  augured 
well  for  a  career  which  might  have 
matched  that  of  Flight’s  but  unfortun¬ 
ately  before  four  years  he,  too,  was  hit 
by  a  virus  which  put  an  end  to  his 
superiority  on  the  Turf.  He  had  five  wins, 
seconds  and  thirds  and  accumulated 
$45,918. 

Sky  High  had  56  race  starts,  won  29, 
had  10  seconds  and  nine  thirds  and 
was  only  unplaced  in  eight  races.  A 
magnificent  career  because  it  included 
the  Golden  Slipper,  and  the  Victoria 
Derby  in  which  he  led  all  the  way  over 
Remington’s  gruelling  mile  and  a  half  to 
hold  off  the  final  challenge  of  another 
great  galloper,  Persian  Lyric.  Sky  High 
was  endowed  with  phenomenal  speed 
for  a  stayer  and  holds  the  Australasian 
record  for  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  2  Of, 
made  at  Flemington  where  he  still  holds 
the  mile  and  a  half  2  27|.  He  won  the 
1961  Epsom  carrying  9  2  but  this  did 
not  prevent  him  running  the  mile  in  bril¬ 
liant  time  1  34.3  to  beat  another  great 
miler,  Fine  and  Dandy  (9  4).  Sky  High 
won  most  of  the  principal  weight  for 


age  races,  in  Sydney  and  Melbourne 
some  twice,  and  he  even  landed  the  five 
furlongs  Lightning  Stakes.  A  horse 
capable  of  winning  from  five  furlongs 
to  1J  miles  certainly  carried  the  hall¬ 
mark  of  quality.  All  these  great  achieve¬ 
ments  earned  $154,310  in  Stakes. 
Grandma  Flight,  and  these  two  grand¬ 
sons  accumulated  $261,482  in  prize- 
money.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Sky  High  and  Skyline  are  at  stud  siring 
a  commendable  number  of  successful 
gallopers. 


Mr.  Brian  Crowley,  Chairman,  Australian 
Jockey  Club. 


Mr.  Crowley  became  a  member  of 
the  A.J.C.  in  1921.  In  1944  when 
Flight  was  in  full  bloom  as  a  racing 
mare  he  was  elected  to  the  committee 
and  in  1962  he  became  chairman  of  the 
committee.  A  job  like  his  necessitates 
a  lot  of  hard  work,  gratuitously  given 
in  the  cause  of  racing  control  under 
the  laws  of  the  Turf.  A  club  is  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  such  a  sound  authority 
on  thoroughbreds,  their  breeding  and 
running  which  is  of  course  the  basic 
principle  of  the  Sport  of  Kings. 

Although  Mr.  Crowley  had  won  400 
races  as  owner-trainer  in  the  country 
he  followed  custom  when  he  decided 
to  race  in  the  city,  and  Flight  went 
to  an  old  Gunnedah  friend,  Frank 
Nowland,  who  settled  in  Botany  Street, 
Randwick  with  a  number  one  licence  to 
prepare  his  horses  at  headquarters. 
Frank  died  not  long  after  Flight’s  career 
ended,  and  her  grandsons  Skyline 
and  Sky  High  went  to  Jack  Green’s 
Randwick  stables  and  soon  put  him  in 
the  forefront  among  the  leading  trainers. 

When  Flight  died  in  the  Spring  of 
1953  at  the  age  of  14  it  was  a  sad  day 
at  Merrywinebone.  She  was  stabled 
near  the  homestead  and  spent  most  of 
her  time  in  sight  of  her  humans.  “It 
was  a  sad  blow”  said  her  owner.  “She 
had  always  been  one  of  our  family.”
